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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It does not identify the mailing address of each inventor. A mailing address is an 
address at which an inventor customarily receives his or her mail and may be 
either a home or business address. The mailing address should include the ZIP

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because reference numeral 25, in figure 1 does not 
point out the motor (see page 6, line 2). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
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obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action.

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "1" has been used to designate both the middle section 
(page 3, lines 2 and 3) and the foam outer covering (page 5, line 11). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 6 in 
line 5, "than" is misspelled. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 12, 13, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Volf, Jr. in view of Neill. 

Volf, Jr. discloses a watercraft comprising a front section, a middle section, a back 
section, motor means 1 5, 1 1 , 20 and 40 for propelling the watercraft, an air inlet 30 in 
the back section, an air passageway 32 in the middle section and an air outlet 24 in the 
middle section. 

Also, Volf, Jr. discloses the front section and middle section each having fins attached 
thereto, the fins being blocks 36. Blocks 36 are attached to the middle section and to 
the front section through the middle section. 

Volf, Jr. also discloses steering handles 42 attached to the front section and the middle 
section. The handles are attached to the front section through the middle section. 
Finally, the foot rest attached to the middle section is the cockpit deck shown in figure 2. 
Volk, Jr. also discloses motor means 40 mounted in the back section. 

Volf, Jr. also discloses a compartment housing the motor means positioned between the 
foot rest, which is the deck of the cockpit, and the outlet port 24. 
Volf, Jr. does not disclose means for detachably connecting the front section to the 
middle section and the back section to the middle section. 

Neill discloses a boat with a number of sections including middle sections 1 4-1 7 and 24- 
27, front sections 11-13 and back sections 21-23. It would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
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subject matter pertains to make the boat of Volf, Jr. of detachable sections in the 
manner taught by Neill such that the back sections include inlet 30 and the middle 
sections includes passage 32 and outlet 24. 
Motivation to do can be found in Neill, page 1, lines 12-38. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3-11, 14, 15 and 1 8-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Vincent is cited to show the boat propeller. Sneath is cited to 
show the underwater apparatus with seat 21 .
